In the first place, heimputcB 
to the def(!iidi;nt the cliaraetcr of wliiekey- 
polliiig to IiuiiaUH in order to prejudice the 
rest of tho caso. Not one word ol evidence 
waa offered ou this subjeot at the trial. Ttie 
nrlicle then goes on to discuss the picadinr;N. 
Tlit3 first pica put in the record was nut 
j^'uiliy ; the Bccond was that the landing of 
i>0Qds at Kilkaibia was not an unlawful act. 
TLq article in question infers that an admis- 
sion in pleading is an admiseion of facts. A 
dafendsBl has nothing to do "?ith pleas, and 
truBts to Lis lawyers on this subject. The 
plea in question waa put in for the eolo pur- 
pose of rai^infJ the point of tlie tight of tlio 
Custi)iii3 iiulhoiitios to cliargo duties on 
i;nodt' going out of Vancouver Island, after 
the Union, to iho Mainland. 'I'he Judgo 
stated his O|iinion to ho that it was legal, and 
that duties might have been charged on 
goods coming from New Westniinaier to Vic- 
toria. Tbis was simply a jadioial opinion, 
but did not amoaot to a'debistoo. 

Tbo Collector of Oustoms maat have re- 
gretfed Ibat the Oustoms Deolaration Ordin' 
ance was ever passed, as be raigbl even now 
be dipping bis hands into the pockets of the 
uorortuoatcs here.

In tho noxt piaco it is asserted that Mr 
McCreiglit adinitied the landing of tbo goods 
ai Iviikaltila. 'I'his we moat dial nctly deny, 
lu (act, the tviJoiice broUKlit by ibe defend- 
ant wad to tho contrary effect, and that 
I liVklcncc i.s of equal credit with the eTidonce 
brought by tbo plaintiff. 

The 
firdt wiincBS— the informer — was a disobarged 
servant of the defendanl, between whom tb^re 
bad boon a eetioaa quarrel, and who bad 
openly expressed his intention of injiriog the 
defendant on this very trip. Added to this, 
ho jointly with the plaintiff wuuld partici- 
pate in the pliindcr if they euceooded in 
convicting Ibe dtlendant, and must have been 
equally halile witli ll'o ctefendiiol if any 
brLMcli of ibu lav had been euinniitted. 

'f'lio l A'o littler witm!3.ses wore indians who 
were brought iloivn by tho informer at the 
expeiiBC of Ibe Uuloiiy, iin ler u pruiiiise of 
forty biiiikut.-i. r.ud who wore, we ate in- 
(oniu'il, jiai'l live dollars and left to get home 
as best they could. 

Thisj witnesses were examined through 
the iuterprotor for the plaiotiQ.'aud of course 
could not be sut'jeot to any aifiing io order , to 
:cst ;tbeit veracity, and it is well known 
what value is attaobed to Indian testimony. 

Ooe of tbem swore that the defendant bad 
been up last year on a previous trip selling 
whiskey. As it happens the defendant was 
in Europe, from July 1865 until the end of 
l^.'ceinber iHGO, so much for tho conclniivr 
evidence on which this precious case rested) 
atid on which the delendanl's vessel waa 
air.y.'.-i], niiil liiinstiif thrown out of einploy- 
nieht fur a uholo year and harassed with 
i X|n':i:iive hi.vfuii-i. The defendant produc- 
imI evideiiee ol a witiicsi who bad been call- 
ed by the Crown, and his own statement on 
oath, ibat he tiad osver beou at Kitkatbla at 
all, and other evidence of the informer's bos- 
tiHiy to biiu ; but the plaintiff in order to 
s treiigilien his own case took objection to the 
examination ol Ibe defendant, which objectiuo 
r j(iuired a good dnal of ingenuity to support ■ 
at all events it answered bis purpose. Now 
il ilie plaintiff was vo anxious to arrive at 
the Inilh wl'.y did ho not cross cross examine 
Uu! ilefrriiianl, and thus ii.'st bis veracity. 

'I'ho eJi:or then pioeoedi to Icclura tho 
jury and peo|ile ol Victoria on ibeir gross 
dereliciinn of duty in not at onco believing 
this coneln.'i ve oviilonc", as bo calls it, and 
pr^iposcrf giving a Victoria jury one moro 
chance ol- n'trieving their ebaracler and find« 
ing a Verdict in harinoiiy witii the opinions 
i),ipri's.-i!il in tlial aiiiele, and the same time 
Slating that the couiisol for the defendant had 
waived ibe first oo tint and thrown himself 
npon thoEeoood statement, vvhicb is entirely 

ialPO. 

'i ho Editor then points out that the defi- 
ciency ol ibe teyenue has been one of the 
eonhe(|uenooB of Ibe deplorable jveaknosa of 
tbo (Jovurnmeot in abandoning ibo collection 
of duties between Vancouver Island arid 
British Colombia, With this we bavo noth- 
\ui to do, but ivo must raise oar voice 
i„,.i unju'-! statements put forth in the 
Ilriliuh Columbian roiipecting a ease whioh 
iit .still undeuided, and which stutomonle aro 
eviilently put forth for the solo purpoau of 
trying to inlhienco the second hearing of this 
uatisu — a uuiinii v.hitli iiiu GoVul riiileiit wuuld 



broQght into Court, and the oooduot of wbioh 
shows an amonnt of ptessure brought to bear 
on Ibe unfortunate man which is most nn^ 
nsual in cases belwcdn the Crown and sub- 
ject. It appears to as written for the pur- 
pose ofjustilyiog tbei conduct of tbo plaintiff 
and shifting tho onus from bis own shoulders 
npoo that of the jury — a most unfair proM 
ceading. 

Wo have in oonclasion to remark that but 
for tho publication of tho article referred to 
we should never have dreamt ol bringing a 
ease which was in litigation before the public.

. The' Steam, Fire Eogine. 

VioiORiA, Vanoouvkr Island, 
I ' December 20, 1867. 

Editor Bhitisu Colonist :— In your im- 
pression of to-day I noticed nn item headed 
•' The Steam Fire Engine," whioh informed 
the publio that (with that praiseworthy zeal 
for the ndvancement of their inatitu'iun eo 
chatacteristio of our Volunteer Fire Biigade) 
one ol the three Companies here, tho "Tiger 
Engine Co.," had subscribed amongst its 
limited number of members tbo sura of one 
thousand dollars for the purpose.of supplying 
itself with a more efficient machine to pre- 
vent a calamity dreaded by every inhabitant 
of tbo city who is alive to bia own iiitciest 
and those of bis neighbors. 

As one of tho interested citizens, 1 wish 
more particularly to place before the public 
tho advantages in tho protection of property 
to be derived from this proposed measure, iis 
compared to the present means at 'he dis- 
posal of Iho Fire Brigade for the extinction 
of firo. 

I need not point out tho advantage of a 
poweiful stoara engine, easily brought into 
working order in four minutes, thrrwing a 
steady stream of 400 gallons t f water per 
minuteV'on any iitc that may occur in the 
centre of our city (where is eontaiaed nut 
only its Tsluable stboka of merohandizs bat 
also its reliable sonrce of water snpply), in 
comparison with the fact Ibat tbo present 
most powcrfnl engine here, the Tiger Engine, 
can only throw. 150 gallona of water per 
minute. 

I wish, however, to draw your attention to 
a fact that has been observed (resulting from 
tho few fires of the lato dry seasoo), and that 
is — that the greatest drawback the Fire Cou:- 
paniefl havo to contend with is tho scarcity 
of water when a conflagration occurs out of 
the imm^djato radius of their Tvaicr supply. 

With the present power of its machinery 
the, Brigade can only throw a stream of 
water (with both engines connected) tbrou<:h 
700 foat of hose, and has then a dtfUculty jo 
getting efiicient hand labor, bnt with this 
proposed eogine* equal in steam to the power 
of 200 men, a stream of water can be thrown 
steadily to tha extent of thoir hose, which is 
altogether 3000 feet. 

The furthest and smallest oislern is at the 
corner of Douglas and Yates streets, and 
contains 30,000 gallons of water, and from 
this outeide cistern cousetjuently a stream ol 
woter can bo thrown beyond tho cUy limits 
in any direction. 

I trust 1 have Bucoeeded in illoslrnting to 
yon the advantages to be derived from sub- 
stantially aiding the members et the Tiger 
Engine (Jo. in their generons effort to help 
themselves and their 'ellow citizens. 

The Insurance Companies have subpcribed 
liberally enough as representing an interest 
in somo portion of tbo properly of this town, 
but this subject off cif the interests, directly 
or inilircctly, ol every inliabitaiii, and 1 would 
suggest to the Fire Department that it should 
lay tho position ol the iimtter earnestly before 
the attention uf the public. 

The proposed epgine will cost S3000, cf 
which 81000 has been suhaoribed by the 
Tiger Engine Co. and SSOQ by tbo Insurance 
Oompaoiea. 

The Municipal Oonncil ere anpposed to re- 
present the property-owners and taz«payers 
amongst bur citizens, and if it has not funds 
in band I think should estimate io the raising 
of taxes that tbis is one of the most bone« 
ficial inenns at lis ccmmand tor tho public 
weal. If t!io IVlunicifial Council can cor.- 
ttihote 8500 and the Gojernmcnt $500, the 
balance I am certain can be raised amongst 
the citizens. 

If you will forgive me for trespassing on 
your valuable .space, I trust you will asoist 
mo in what, perhaps, I Imvo indiffertotly 
Huccoeded in doing, and that is, in represent- 
ing to every man amnngsi us the advisaliility 
ol asflisiing tlie inoinbura of the Tiger F.njjine 
Co in ilie tUbrt to procure n ' vSieam fire
